Americans generally are 
ignoring the nationwide 56

but they are driving more 
slowly than they did before 
the 
energy 
crisis,

The AP sent reporters in 
the 48 contiguous states to 
drive on the highways on 
May t , keeping at a steady 55 
m p h pace Ip all but a han­ 
dful 
of 
states, 
drivers 
whizzed by cars traveling at 
the legal limit. 


Authorities say the num 
her of speeding tickets is up. 
Troopers 
in 
Oregon and 
Texas say they've made 
more than twice as many 
arrests for speeding this 
spring than they did last 
year. 
Accidents, 
and 
traffic 
deaths 
are 
down. 
The 
National Safety Council says 
traffic deaths this March 
were 25 per cent lower and 
some states reported that 
the fatality rate had been cut 
in half. 
The average speed of cars 
in most areas covered by the 


AP survey was between 65 
and 70 m p h., above the 
legal limit, but below the 
rate motorists used to travel 
when the legal limit was 70 


m . p . h . 
Under legislation passed 
by Congress late last year, 
the states were given until 
March 4 to lower the speed 
limit to 55 m ph. or face the 
loss of federal funds All 50 
stat es complied 
An 
AP 
road check in 
January 
showed 
that 
motorists in states which 
lowered their speed limit 
before the deadline were 


obeying the law. driving at 
about 55 m.p.h. 
The 
latest 
survey 
indicates, however, that the 
growing availability of fuel 
has made motorists careless 
about conservation 
"As the gas shortage goes 
down, people apparently feel 
the speed limit should be 
brought back up . . . and I 
think they feel justified in 
speeding up. ’ said trooper 
Stephen Blydensburgh who 
patrols the New York State 
Thruway. 
The average speed on the 
toll road — which used to 


have a 65 m p h. limit —was 
between 60 and 70 m.p.h. 
during the AP check Police 
report speeding arrests this 
April were about 30 pier 
higher than in the same 
month last year. 
The legal speed limit on 
major highways in Virginia 
used to be 70 m p h. and 
many 
motorists 
whizzed 
along at 80 m.p.h. Now. a car 
going at 55 rn.p h along 
Interstate 05 wfas passed by 
as many as 15 vehicles in 
five 
minutes.

St. Clair insisted that “the tapes make it 
clear” that Nixon rejected, in a March 21, 
1973, conversation with John W. Dean III, the 
demands for money from Watergate con­ 
spirator E. Howard Hunt.

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PARIS (UPIi — Communist-backed Socialist Fran­ 
cois M itterrand and Finance Minister Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing ran first and second Sunday in an election to 
find a successor to the late President Georges Pom ­ 
pidou and will meet in a runoff election May 19 to deter­ 
mine the winner. 
The results effectively ended 16 years of Gaullist rule 
in France. 
Interior Minister Jacques Chirac announced the 
runoff early Monday because neither oí the frontrun- 
nershad a majority. 
Chirac said with threequarters of the votes counted 
from Sunday’s first round of voting. Mitterrand had 
42.9 per cent against Giscard d’Estaing’s 33 1 per 
cent. 
Both predicted eventual victory’. 
Mitterrand said: "The conditions of success are at 
hand.” 
Giscard d’Estaing said: *T am in the position of 
becoming Franee’s next president 
Prem ier Pierre Messmer. a Gaullist, called on the 
French to back Giscard d’Estaing. contending Mit­ 
terrand would be “the hostage of the Communists.” 
In an early-morning television statement, Chirac 
said: “On May 19, voters will have to choose between 
M r. M itte r rand and Mr. Gisca rd d* Estai n g. * ’ 
He said Jacques Chaban Delmas, official Gaullist 
candidate, at the three-quarter point had 14 9 per 
cent—ruling him out of the race and effectively ending 
16 years of Gaulhsm. 
A candidate requires 50 per cent plus one ballot for 
outright victory in the first round Otherwise the two 
top finishers fight a runoff.

John Adams Offers 
Ideas on Government 


By W EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN

By 1772 men already were turning their thinking 
to what form of government would be most 
desirable, if there were not for this thorny yoke of 
King George III hanging around their necks. They 
never ceased debating among themselves. 


One such recorded instance was the oration 
as it was afterwards named — of .John Adams 


b e f o r e the annual town meeting at Braintree, Mar­ 


ch 2, 1772. 


The following selections are taken from “The 
Diary and Autobiography of John Adams,' L. H. 
Butterfield, editor. Harvard University Press, 
1961, Vol. 2. 


“Government is nothing more than the com­ 
bined Force of Society, or the united power of the 
Multitude, for Peace, Order, Safety, Good and 
Happiness of the People, who compose the 
Society. 
T here is no King or Queen Bee 
distinguished from all others, by Size or Figure, or 
beauty and variety of colours, in the human Hive. 
No man has yet produced any Revelation from 
Heaven in his favour, any divine Communication 
to govern his fellow' Men. Nature throws us all into 
the World equall and alike.

“ Nor has any Form of Government the Honour 
of a divine original or Appointment, The Author of 
Nature has left it wholly in the Choice of the 
People, to make what mutual Covenants, to erect 
what Kind of Governments, and to exalt what Per­ 
sons they please to power and dignities, for their 
own Ease, Convenience and Happiness. 


“Government being according to my Definition 
the collected Strength of all for the general Good 
of all, Legislators have devised a Great Variety of 
forms in which this Strength may be arranged. 


“ ,... Sometimes Kings have courted the People in 
Opposition to the Nobles. At other Times the 
Nobles have united with the People in Opposition 
to Kings. But Kings and Nobles have more often 
combined together, to crush, to humble and to 
Fleece the People. 


“But this is an unalterable Truth, that the 
People can never be enslaved but by their own 
Tameness, pusillanimity, Sloth or Corruption. 


“They may be deceived, and their Symplicity, 
Ignorance, and Docility render them frequently 
liable to deception. And of this, the aspiring, desig­ 
ning, ambitious few are very sensible. He is the 
Statesman qualified by Nature to scatter Ruin and 
destruction in his Path who by deceiving a Nation 
can render Despotism desirable in their Eves and 
make himself popular in Undoing. 


“The Preservation of Liberty depends upon the 
intellectual and moral Character of the People. As 
long as Knowledge and Virtue are diffused 
generally among the Body of a Nation, it is 
impossible they should be enslaved. This can be 
brought to pass only by debasing their Understan­ 
dings, or by corrupting their Hearts. 


“ ...Liberty, under every' conceivable Form of 
Government is always in danger. It is so even 
under a simple, or perfect Democracy, more so 
under a mixed Government, like the Republic of 
Rome, and still more so under a limited Monar­ 
chy. 


“ Ambition is one of the more ungovernable 
Passions of the Human Heart, The Love of 
Powder, is insatiable and uncontroulable. 


“Even in the simple Democracies of ancient 
Greece, Jealous as they were of Power, even their 
Ostracism could not always preserve them from 
the grasping Desires and Designs, from over­ 
bearing Popularity, of their great Men. 


“Even Rome, in her wisest and most virtuous 
Period, from the Expulsion of her Kings to the 
Overthrow of the Commonwealth, was always in 
Danger from the Power of some and the Turbulen­ 
ce, Faction and Popularity of others. 


“There is Danger from all Men. The only Maxim 
of a free Government, ought to be to trust no Man 
[»with Powder to endanger the public Liberty .

Gene Sarazen Tells 
Why Golf Is Great 


NEW YORK — Reading 
he re that I've been t hi nkmg 
about returning to golf (after 
a nine-year layoff because of 
back troubles!. Dr. W. 
Clarke Wescoe. president of 
Winthrop Laboratories, has 
sent me an interview his 
company conducted with one 
of the greatest golfers of all 
time — Gene Sarazen. 
Now it happens that Gene 
grew- up in Westchester 
County. N. Y.. where I did. 
and back, in the early 1.930s I. 
got to play in a couple of 
to uni aments, with Gene. .And 
I can tell you — I never met 
a more powerful competitor. 
He played so well, in fact, 
that just watching him put 
me off m y own game «which 
wasn’t much, in the first 
place). 
Gene's 71. today, and there 
aren 't too m any people 
around who rem em ber what 
a magnificent player he was. 
He’s one of only four golfers 
who have won the Grand 
Slam — the British Open, the 
U.S. Open, the PGA and the 
M asters. 
I well recall Gene telling 
me when we played in White 
Plains that his father was 
m ad at him for having 
become a golfer. “The old 
man wanted me to be a car­ 
penter like him. said Gene 
"He said that a carpenter 
could alw ays m ake an 
honest living, but a grown 
man, fooling around with 
sticks and a golf ball, would 
turn out to be a bum." 
W ell. G ene m ade an 
honest living all right... and 
he played with and beat 
most of the great gaffers the 
world has produced. In 
addition,, he-got to meet all 
kinds of fam ous people that 
not too m any carpenters see. 
"Once.” said Gene. “1 was 
playing in Hyannisport with 
Joseph P Kennedy, and he 
had four youngsters tagging 
along with us. watching the 
game I got a bit upset, and 
said to the ambassador 
‘How can anyone putt with 
tfiose kids chasing around 
the green?" And one of those 
kids, of course, was to 
becom e President of the 
United States." 
Gene tells stories like that 
in his interview with the 
W inthrop L ab o rato ries 
reporter. It's part of a .series 
that Winthrop puts out called 
"What M akes It. Great*'” 
and Gene clearly reveals 
why he 'thinks golf is great 
One of the moments he 
treasures cam e in 1923 when 
he and W aiter Hagen fought 
it out for the PGA champion­ 
ship On the last hole. Hagen 
drove down the middle, but 
Gene's ball crashed into the 
trees. But when the players 
arrived at the spot, there 
was Gene's ball lying on the- 
fairway. 
The greenskeeper for the 
club was Italian, and his 
house was nearby in the 


trees. Hagen claimed to his 
dying day that Gene's hall 
had landed in the green­ 
skeeper s bowl of spaghetti, 
and that the man plucked it 
out and threw it onto the fair­ 
way 
“ I w as playing Wilson 
balls." says Gene, “and in 
those days the name was 
stamped in red ink. Hagen 
looked at it and kept saying: 
* Ixtok a 11 ha t ba.11. it still has 
the spaghetti sauce on it’ " 
Gene, am ong other things, 
is famous for shooting a 
double-eagle in the Masters 
in 1935. He took only two 
shots to sink his ball on a 
485-yard, par five hole. After 
that, wherever he travelled 
around the world, he was 
introduced as: “Mr. Double 
Eagle."

N e w Ruling has Little Effect 
Area Employers Pay Above Minimum Wage 


The recent 1 y-enacted 
minimum wage law has only 
little effect on some of the 
employers in the Pottstown 
area, spokesmen said. 
In nearly all cases 
employes received at least 
the $2 hourly wage even 
before the federal legislation 
was approved. 
“Unless we pay above the 
minimum scale, we just 
aren't able to obtain help 
any more.” said one mem­ 
ber merchant of the Down- 
i o w n Potts tow n Business 
Association. 
“For this reason all mer­ 
chants I know won't be affec­ 
ted by the regulation, at 
least for their fulltime 
workers.” 
As an example, Pottstown 
Memorial Medical Center 
has a $2.69 hourly base in 
effect, according to Juanita 
Taylor, public relations 
officer. 
HOUSEKEEPING 
That pay scale applies to 


housekeeping personnel, 
beginning nurses aides and 
o t h e r l ow-paying 
classifications. 
That policy was in effect 
before the move to the new 
center was completed last 
summer, not necessarily in 
anticipation of the new rule. 
The present policy will 
exceed the governmen- 
tally-regu lated salary 
mini mums through 1976 and 
beyond, since the base on 
Jan. 1, 1976 jumps to $2.30 
per hour. 
As enacted in late April, 
the $2 minimum was effec­ 
tive May 1 with a further 
increase to $2.10 by Jan. 1. 
1975. 
However, there is an 
exemption to that rule, 
affecting temporary help, 
particularly students who 
work during the summer. 
A ccording to David 
Fineberg, an official of the 
wage and price department 
of the U.S. Department of 


Labor's Harrisburg office, 
employers will be able to 
pay only 85 per cent of the 
stipulated wage if they meet 
certain qualifications. 
SPECIAL FORM 
Those qualifications 
require that a special form 
be filled out in application 
for such temporary or 
apprentice workers. 
But there's one catch. 
Fineberg admitted. Those 
forms, known as Wh-200, 
have not yet been printed by 
the government printing 
office. 
Because the legislation 
was enacted so close to the 
May 1 effective date, the 
necessary paperwork hasn’t 
had a chance to catch up 
with the mandate. 
But that situation is to be 
remedied shortly and then 
employers across the nation 
will be informed about the 
availability of the form

Shop, Park 
Business 
Picks Up 
The borough’s relatively 
new Shop and Park parking 
lot at High and Charlotte 
streets did more business 
during April than any of the 
previous five months, a 
report disclosed. 
Pottstown Borough 
Manager .Joseph D. Banta 
released the report showing 
more than 5,000 stamps for 
parking in the lot were pur­ 
chased by downtown mer­ 
chants for distribution to 
customers. 
“Bv far this was the 
biggest month yet." said 
Banta. who explained that 
traditionally the period 
before Christmas usually 
produces more shoppers 
who will use the lot on the 
southwest corner of High 
and Charlotte.

Watergate Transcripts Break Down the Wall Around Richard Mixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Through the long political 
journey, the 28 years of vic­ 
tories and defeats, from the 
first of Six Crises to the 
threat of impeachment, the 
private side of Richard M 
Nixon had been virtually 
impenetrable. 
Now that privacy is punc­ 
tured, and by his own hand 
"Blemishes and all," Nixon 
said as he announced he 
would yield and publish 
edited transcripts of his con­ 
versations about Watergate 
Blemishes there are. and 
a m b i g u i t i e s , 
embarrassments, 
brutal 
candor, just as he said. 
Suough 
the 
inch-and-one-half thick win­ 
dows separating the Oval 
Office from the garden 
beyond is no 4onger the 
one-way affair to which 
Nixon the man had become 
so accumstomed. with so 
very, very few able to look 
in. 
Not that outsiders yet see 
a comprehensive picture of 
the Nixon personality But it 
is a look far closer than ever 
'before, and it is replete with 
contradictions to the Nixon 
raits long shown to the 
public at large. 
As seen through his 
se 1 f - recorded con versal ions, 
Nixon is a President and a 
man often lonely, indecisive, 
rambling. 
The transcripts reflect 
more presidential questions 
than presidential orders. 
They show a man who often 
seeks the reassurance of 
those around him. 
“I just don't know how it is 
going to come out." he said 
to H.R. (Bob i Hal deman in a 
.telephone call the night of 
April 14. 1973. "That is the 
whole point, and I just don’t 
know." 
In the recorded conver­ 
sations, Nixon at times 


exhibits suspicion not only of 
adversaries but of friends 
His memory seems to fail 
him from one conversation 
to the next, even on the same 
day. And his conversation is 
peppered with profanity, 
although most of the 
expletives are deleted from 
the edited reruns, 
Nixon knew that the tape 
recorders were running He 
had them installed But the 
candor in many of the tran­ 
scripts indicates that he paid 
no heed to that, perhaps that 
he had forgotten they were 
there, In any event, they 
were not intended for public 
consumption 
'Hie 
Watergate scandal changed 
that.At face value, it is so 
remarkable a glimpse of the 
inner Nixon that it could 
prove almost as crucial to 
his cherished place in 
history as the judgment 
reached on the issue at hand, 
his 
culpability 
in the 
Watergate scandal 
The isolation has been 
stripped from both the office 
and the man, leaving a mor­ 
tal at a helm ordinarily 
reserved for heroes. 
Isolation of the presiden­ 
cy. Thomas Jefferson called 
it a splendid misery, Harry 
S. Truman called it a jail, 
and Lyndon B. Johnson 
lamented its burdens even 
as he reveled in them. 
Richard Nixon liked it 
fine. 
His critics have long 
claimed he was too isolated, 
too private. Nixon himself 
addresses the subject in the 
transcripts, at least as it 
applies to protecting him 
from the scandal. 
“The main thing," Nixon 
told counsel John W Dean 
III. "is . . . the isolation of 
the presidency . . . because 
that, fortunately, is totally 
true." 


At another point, John D. 
Ehrlichman and Haldeman 
were discussing the various 
White House aides who had 
knowledge 
relating 
to 
Watergate. *’There were 8or 
10 people around here who 
knew." said Ehrlichman 
"Bob knew, 1 knew, all kinds 
of people knew." 
And for a moment, in that 
\pril 14 conversation. Nixon 
seemed to be saying that he 
did, too. 
* 
Nixon: “Well, I knew it, I 
knew it. 
Ehrlichman: "And it was 
not a question of whether —1" 
Nixon: 
"I must say, 
though. I didn’t know it but I 
must have assumed it 
though but you know, for­ 
tunately — I thank you both 
for arranging it that wav and 
it does show the isolation of 
the President, and here it's 
not so bad,. . " 
Even before Nixon could 
claim his solitude in the Oval 
Office, he guarded his 
privacy well. Aside from a 
storied outburst in Califor­ 
nia 12 years ago, the public 
saw only an image under 
control, whether it be the Old 
Nixon or. as political times 
changed, the New. .And 
beneath that leading edge of 
Nixon the politician was a 
personality always remote. 
He wore a flag in his lapel. 
He was punctual, orderly, 
rarely moving on impulse 
and almost never over­ 
staying a visit. He dressed 
conservatively, blue suit, 
white shirt, blue tie. and 
even wore dress slacks and 
shoes while walking the surf. 
He professed not to under­ 
stand rock music, but he 
frequently would summon 
his dog. King Timahoe. ana 
sit by a blazing fire to the 
strains of “Victory at Sea" 
or "The King and I." He 
went dancing exactly once. 


on the night of his second 
inauguration 
"We are so (expletive 
deleted I square that we get 
caught 
at 
everything," 
Haldeman once remarked to 
Nixon amid the Watergate 
trauma 
It appeared even that 
Nixon was » shy man. 
Some saw it as modesty; 
others 
as 
inborn ner­ 
vousness The transcripts 
often indicate defensiveness, 


It has been claimed by 
Nixon's supporters that the 
thinking which produced the 
Watergate break-in, the dir­ 
ty tricks, the enemies list, 
was generated not from the 
top but bv young, misguided 
zealots on the staff. 
Yet, this remark by Nixon 
to John Dean on Sept. 15, 
1972: "Nobody is a friend of 
ours! Let's face it! Don't 
worry about that sort of 
thing." 
Or the President’s reflec­ 
tion upon the late J. Edgar 
Hoover: “I think Hoover 
performed. He would have 
fought. He would have defied 
a few people. He would have 
scared them to death. He 
had a file on everybody.” 
And again, to Dean: "I 
want the most comprehen­ 
sive notes on all those who 
tried to do us in. They didn't 
have to do it . . . They are 
asking for it and they are 
going to get it." Later, he 
declares his opponents "are 
going to lie around and 
squeal." 
Whether Nixon intended 
those remarks and others 
like them to be taken 
literally is, like so much 
e l s e , 
a m b i g u o u s . 
Nonetheless, it is clear that 
this is a side of Nixon which 
does not conform with the 
one previously held up to the 
public. 
In his debates with John F. 
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Kennedy 14 years ago. Nixon 
assailed Harry S Truman’s 
salty language, saying that 
"whoever is President is 
going to be a man that all 
children: of America look up 
to or look down on, and I can 
only say I am very proud 
that President Eisenhower 
restored dignity and decen­ 
cy and. 
frankly, good 
language to the conduct of 
the presidency of the United 
States. 
"And I only hope should I 
win this election that 
whenever any mother or 
father talks to his child, he 
can look at the man in the 
White House, and whatever 
he may think of his policies, 
he will say. "Well, there isa 
man who maintains the kind 
of standards personally that 
I would want my child to 
follow." 
The model he described in 
1960 does not match the man 
who emerges from the pages 
released 
Tuesday. 
The 
pub 1 ic N i xon .sometí mes 
misspoke himself, once slip­ 
ped to the point of describing 
some of the matrons on the 
banquet circuit as dogs. 
But aides said he allowed 
himself "only an occasional 
damn" in private conver­ 
sation: never lost his tem­ 
per, exhibited no more than 
"controlled impatience." 
True, 
there are only 
occasional damns in the 
transcripts. 
That 
word 
wouldn’t 
fit where the 
frequent "expletive deleted" 
notations appear 
Nixon ends one conver­ 
sation 
by 
saving: 
"(Expletive deleted! it." 
He 
starts 
another 
exchange with "What in the 
(expletive deleted I caused 
this?"

As for controlled impatien­ 
ce, 
there 
are 
these 
passages: "Have you kicked 
a few butts around " ’ .And T 
am not going to screw 
around with this." Or, to 
press secretary Ronald L 
Ziegler: "I'm so sick of this 
thing. I want to get it done 
with and over. And I don't 
want to hear about it again." 
Nixon’s spokesmen have 
described him as a man of 
eonsummate organization, 
one who comes to grips 
quickly with any problem, 
and conserves both time and 
words. They told of Nixon 
sitting at Camp David or his 
hideaway 
suite in the 
Executive Office Building, 
armed with the facts at hand 
and a lapful of yellow legal 
pads, and spelling out clear, 
concise commands. The 
tapes indicate that, at least 
in the case of the Watergate 
scandal, that is not the way 
the Nixon White House 
worked. Instead, they show 
a. President who is heavily 
dependent upon his aides, 
not only for raw information 
but for guidance; one who 
frequntly see m s confused 
and forgetful; one who 
lingers on a minor point for 
minutes at a time and who, 
in the end, often appears, 
reluctant to make a decision. 
Nixon tells in an April 14 
exchange with Ehrlichman 
of his determina lion to fight 
to keep Haldeman on the 
staff. 
Having said that. Nixon 
solicits Ehrlichman's 
reassurance on that decision 
no fewer than six times in 
the same conversation. 
"Am I wrong?" asks the 
President. "Well, maybe I 
am not right . . . Is there 


something to be said for 
that, or not? Well, (teople 
make mistakes, but you 
don t fire a guy for a 
mistake, do you?" 
Two weeks and a i i u i h I x t 
of simitar conversations 
later, Nixon announced the 
resignations 
of 
both 
H a 1 dem a n a n d E h r 1 ¡chinan. 
In another part of the April 
14 session with Ehrlichman. 
Nixon rejects the appoint­ 
ment of a special Watergate 
prosecutor, 
and 
asks 
Ehrlichman to pass the word 
to then-Atty. Gen. Richard 
G Kleindienst. 
"If it is necessary ... I 
will tell him," said Nixon. 
Nonetheless, when Klein­ 
dienst proposed such an 
appointment on the very 
next day. Nixon's immediate 
response was: "Got anybody 
in mind?" 
Indeed, such ambivalence 
may be Nixon's silver lining 
in the cloud of Watergate. 
There- are, to be sure, 
indications that he condoned 
the cover-up — and there are 
indications that he did not. 
There is also the impression 
that he never fully grasped, 
the issue. 
On 
March 
21, 
1973. 
expressing concern that 
aides might face criminal 
charges, Nixon said: 
"I don’t give a damn about 
the publicity. We could rock 
that through that if we had to 
let the whole damn thing 
hang out and it would be a 
lousy story for a month. But 
I can take it. The point is, I 
don't want any criminal 
liabilities” 


On that molding. I Van 
told Nixon quite specifically 
about the secret delivery of 
cash to Watergate defendan­ 
ts. That afternoon, ¡\\xon 
asked for the details all. ovNr 
again. 
In 
one 
conversation. 
Haldeman said of himself 
and others who could 1m* sub­ 
ject to subpoena from 
Watergate 
investigators: 
"We move to Camp David 
and hide! They can't get in 
there” 
"Well." said Nixon. "Go 
ahead." 
The President seldom, tur­ 
ns to humor in the transcrip­ 
ts, although he once wound 
up a telephone conversation 
with John Mitchell with a 
sardonic: "Good night. Get a 
good night's sleep. And don't 
bug anybody without asking 
me”John Dean -told the Senate 
Watergate committee overa 
year ago that "While the 
President was involved ... 
he did not realize or 
appreciate at any time the 
implications 
of 
his 
involvement." 
Dean added: "When the 
facts come out, 1 hope the 
President is forgiven." 
Whether 
Nixon 
is 
ultimately adjudged in that 
light, of course, is in the han­ 
ds of Congress and the 
nation. But even if he is one 
day 
disem burdened 
of 
Watergate, he cap never 
reclaim 
the 
revelations 
about the private Nixon in 
those 
1.254 pages. 
His 
once-proud 
and 
secure 
isolation is scarred forever.

Tom Jones 
Detained in 
Venezuela

singer Tom 
Jones 
tried 
to 
leave 
Venezuela for the United 
States Sunday but was tur­ 
ned back at the airport by 
Vene zue 1 a n i rn m i g rat ktin au- 
thorities. He then asked tin* 
British government to inter­ 
vene 
in 
a 
legal 
tangle 
involving 
one 
of 
his 
bodyguards. 
A Venezuelan judge last 
Friday ordered Jones to stay 
in 
the 
country 
until 
a 
criminal charge of assault 
and a $65,000 civil claim filed 
by a local newsman against 
one of the singer's bodyguar­ 
ds is resolved, 
“An appeal to the British 
government asking its inter­ 
vention in the detention of 
Tom Jones in Venezuela has 
been made directly to I Time 
M i nister 
H a rol d Wi 1 son, ‘ ’ 
the singer’s press agent, 
Chris Hutchins, told UPI. 
Hutchins 
said 
the 
Venezuelan 
officials 
who 
turned Jones and his party of 
five 
British 
citizens 
including his 17-year-old son 
and two Americans back at 
the airport confiscated his 
passport. 
“ It’s a crazy situation,” 
Hutchins 
said. 
“Tom. is 
obviously being held without 
reason. He was in no way 
involved in the incident and 
he has not been officially 
notified of any accusations 
against him .” 
The 
bodyguard, 
David 
Perry, left the country' the 
day after the altercation 
-with local newsman Manuel 
Glalquiaga on Wednesday 
but the newsm an’s lawyers, 
hold Jones responsible as an 
accomplice. 
Meanwhile, 
local 
television actress Rosario 
Prieto said she had been 
beaten “ in the chest" by one 
of Jones's sound technicians 
after a performance by the 
singer in a Caracas hotel and 
may file charges also. 
Jones is the latest in a 
series of celebrities involved 
in 
legal 
troubles 
in 
Venezuela. 
In recent months singers 
Engelbert Humperdink and 
Eddie Fisher were briefly 
held on suspicion of drug 
offenses. 
Singer - James 
Brown had a violent alter­ 
cation with the local press 
and 
American 
boxers 
George Foreman and Ken 
Norton were detained in the 
country until they paid taxes 
on their earnings from a 
world heavyweight cham­ 
pionship bout. 


Pulitzer 
Prizes to Be 
Awarded Today 


NEW YORK (UPIi -T h e 
1974 Pulitzer Prizes will be 
awarded 
Monday by the 
trustees of Columbia Univer­ 
sity to honor outstanding 
achievement in journalism, 
letters, dram a and music. 
The prizes, awarded on the 
recommendation of panels 
of professional jurors and an 
advisory board, are based on 
work published in 1973. 
The journalism categories 
include public service, local 
spot news reporting, local 
investigative 
reporting, 
national 
reporting, 
inter­ 
national reporting, editorial 
writing, cartoons, spot news 
and 
feature 
photography, 
criticism and commentary, 
Other prizes will be given 
for fiction, drama, history, 
biography, poetry, general 
non-fiction and music. 
The 
prizes 
were 
established in 1916 under the 
terms of the will of Joseph 
Pulitzer, a St. Louis and New 
York newspaper publisher 
who died in 1911.

King said the real test is 
when students can pick out 
star formations by them­ 
selves at night. To help them 
do that, the director goes 
back to the school at least 
twice a week at sunset to 
conduct 
outdoor sessions 
with the aid of an 8-inch 
telescope 
owned by the 
school district. 
"The sessions are purely 
voluntary and attendance 
has been as low as two but I 
have had m ore than 26 kids 
come out on other nights." 
King remarked. 
Parents are encouraged to 


remain since the sessions do 
not last long and some have 
taken the opportunity them­ 
selves to use the telescope 
and see things they have 
never seen before. 
King stated. "No matter 
how many times children 
see stars or planets in the 
planetarium, that first, look 
through the telescope1 when 
they discover those things 
really are there is always 
exciting for them and me "

To stimulate attendance at Bowie, wltere horse 
p ayers normally are up to their loin in snow, the track 
o et 
a promotion of breath-taking scope recently. 
Noting in the Chinese calendar that this is the 
ear of the Tiger, it set aside an afternoon on which all 
Chinese were admitted free. 


The Chinese population in Maryland isn't known 
here, but you would guess offhand that such 
would work better in Peking. 


Thank God a decision wasn't made to race a tiger 
against a horse. The times that has been done before, 
the horse has only got to the first turn. 
GOTTA KEEP EM C O M IN G 
But the celebration at Bowie does give you an in­ 
sight to the promotional orientation today of race 
tracks, confronted with the critical problem of retaining 
attendance in the face of growing hardship. 
Fuel is scarcer. And money is, too. And even 
though adversity has yet to visit the populace, the mere 
prospect of its arrival has thrown a damper over rac­ 
ing, which is struggling at most stations. 


For instance, Santa Anita, the nation's largest win­ 
ter meeting, is looking for the bridge usually eyed by 
the players. 


The track has been hit not only by rain, but, on 
Sundays, it has caught the NFL playoffs and the Super 
Bowl, whose TV is hardly an attendance booster. 
When gas and money are short, when it rains and 
when other distracting events are on television, horse 
tracks would find themselves barren without the pres­ 
ence of that nobleman, that godiy figure called the 
habitual. 


Santa 
Anita 
figures 
its 
hard 
core 
at 
roughly 
1 2.000. This is the group that would brave machinegun 
fire to get to the track. It would swim the Hellespont, 
fight George Foreman and run the risk pf being bitten 
by the tsetse fly. 
Informed the track had no washrooms, it would 
train itself to desist for eight hours. It would parachute 
into the infield. It would sleep in horse manure and 
praise it like the Ritz. 
Thanks to the gallant 12,000, Santa Anita is al­ 
ways assured it won't walk alone. 
Nor is Liberty Bell in Philadelphia without its ad­ 
dicts. The temperature during the winter ran 10 de­ 
grees. Ice crusted atop parts of the landscape. 
Yet, 7,500 showed up for the day's races, grateful 
to kneel at the foot of the $6 window. 
But the hard core merely pays the bills at the race 
tracks. It doesn't insure the prof its they like to tote 
home. 
And the biggest problem today is drawing enough 
people from the general sports pool to make the meet­ 
ings worthwhile for the house. 
Santa Anita this year has been less than a stirring 
success, failing to capture, in large enough quantity, 
that player who comes once a week, or six times a sea­ 
son. 
It has tried to encourage car pools by offering free 
parking to those automobiles containing four players or 
more. But the horse scientist is a sensitive piece of ma­ 
chinery who doesn't like to travel with three other 
people on the ground that their blather disrupts his 
concentration. 
In an area such as Los Angeles, suffocated by pro­ 
fessional sports, the judgment is fostered by some that 
Santa Anita is not a flop, but merely is suffering from 
natural hazards. 
The energy and economy changes are felt, but not 
as much as competition from the outside, including that 
in racing itself. 
¡Like many metropolises of the land, Los Angeles is 
buried under race dates. Meetings overlap. They run 
day and night, Sundays and holidays. 
The hard core is staunch, but, with only thin rein­ 
forcements, is being asked, in effect, to fight from Sinai 
to Khyber Pass, and from the Golan Heights to Malta. 
FORCE OF HABIT 
One day, some predict, all of Santa Anita will be 
a shopping center. If this is the case, the hard core, 
unaware of the change, will walk info Safeway and ask 
the checker to punch No. 5 six times. 
But the more rational outlook for race tracks isn't 
a network of shopping centers, but horse plants merely 
grinding out less earnings than before. 
In the profit sickness of America corporations see 
themselves as failures if quarterlies don't exceed those 
of the previous year. 
In the days ahead such gains will become scarcer 
in racing. More the rule will be afternoons offering free 
admission to Chinese.

Trials and Tribulations of Watergate are Just Getting Underway 


WASHINGTON (API - 
For once the White House 
gates opened wide, wider 
than ever before. And when 
they slammed shut after 
xising 
the 
reams of 
Aatergate transcripts it 
was. in words once used by 
the President, back to 
hunkering 
down', 
stonewalling it. toughing it 
out. 
Since delivering those 
transcripts to Congress and 
releasing them for all to 
read, the President and his 
lawyers have made clear 
that he will yield no more, 
will battle to guard the 
privacy of tape recordings 
and documents he still holds. 
The release of the tran­ 
scripts, although dramatic 
and unprecedented, was lit­ 
tle more than a milepost in 
the Watergate travails still 
ahead for President Nixon 
In the House Judiciary 
Committee, the impeach­ 
ment inquiry goes forward; 
its appetite for information 
unsated. There are more 
requests for tapes and more 
for documents. 
In that investigation the 
President stands alone as a 
target. But his presence is 
felt in the Watergate-related 
probes elsewhere; in the 
special prosecutor's office, 
in the Senate Watergate 
committee and in the courts. 
The President said as he 
announced release of the 
transcripts that they would 
be “grist for many sen­ 
sational 
stories in the 


press.” Those stories surely 
will not end with the play-out 
of the transcript mother 
lode. 
There is too much yet 
ahead. 
John W. Dean III, the tran 
scripts 
show, 
told the 
President in the early days 
of Watergate that “I am con­ 
vinced we are going to make 
it the whole road and put this 
thing in the funny pages of 
the history books.” 
But President Nixon was 
much more prescient when 
he said later "What the hell 
does one disclose that isn't 
go i n g to bl o' w som et h i ng ? ’ ‘ 
In the Special Watergate 
Prosecutor’s office and in 
two 
grand 
juries 
the 
invest igat tons 
continue, 
inevitably seeking White 
House 
connections. 
President N i xort s tax ret ur­ 
ns are being studied for 
possible fraud; the White 
House connect ion in the ITT 
and dairy cooperative cam­ 
paign contributions may 
figure in new indictments to 
come. The cover-up probe is 
not finished: lower level 
people may still be indicted.: 
There 
is 
inquiry 
into 
“national 
security” 
wiretaps as part of a bigger 
target, the possible misuse 
of government power. There 
is the 
matter of the 
non-existent and obliterated 
White House tapes, subject 
of study by grand jury and a 
panel of experts. 
The Senate Watergate 
committee. 
a

irritation for the President 
since the end of its televised 
hearings last summer, soon 
will issue its report. It is cer­ 
tain to concentrate on the 
abuses that occurred during 
the President’s 1972 re-elec­ 
tion campaign.

Prosecutors at the same 
time dig even deeper into 
what Nixon directed and 
what he condoned. Already 
one defendant. Egil Krogh. 
has thrown off the mantle of 
national security over his 
acts in the Elisberg burglary 
saying his conscience would 
not permit that defense. 
“These actions will at last, 
once and for all, show what I 
knew and what I did with 
regard to the Watergate 
break-in and cover-up were 
just as I have described 
them to you from the very- 
beginning.“ the President 
said as he announced release 
of the edited transcript. 1,308 


pages in all, 1,254 covering 
his conversat ions. 
But the convincing they 
were intended to accomplish 
was primarily aimed at ths 
public, not the impeachment 
committee, prosecutors, or 
the courts. They had deman­ 
ded 
the material, 
but 
promised privacy. 
The public release was an 
effort, as the President said, 
that “there be no question 
remaining about the fact 
that 
the President 
has 
nothing to hide in this mat­ 
ter.” 
It was an all-out effort in 
the “P. R.” area that formed 
the basis of so many of the 
Wa te rg a t e con ve rsat ions. 
Nixon called it “all the 
additional evidence needed 
to get Watergate behind as, 
and to get it behind us now.” 
Only conversations con­ 
nected with Watergate were 
in the transcripts. No ITT 
conversations; nothing on 
the milk fund; nothing on the 
conversations Dean said 
they had on Sept 15 about 
using the IRS to lean on 
people. 
For Watergate prosecutor 
I ¿eon Jaworski. who had had 
most of the conversations 
since December, but wanted 
others for the upcoming 
cover-up trial, the signal 
came in court on Wed­ 
nesday. 
There. Nixon, in a formal 
claim of privilege over his 
signature, said he had a con­ 
st ituttonal right to refuse the 
information sought by sub­ 


poena, having decided it 
“would be contrary to tin* 
public interest.” 
He raised the same battle 
cry as last year when Jawor- 
ski's predecessor first went 
to court for nine tapes: the 
items, the President said 
then, "are confidential con­ 
versations.” 
In that 1973 battle Nixon 
staged a dramatic reversal 
by agreeing to surrender his 
tapes. In the current fight, 
involving some 40 conver­ 
sations not made public, tlx1 
White 
House 
strongly 
indicated it is prepared to 
fight that ease to the 
Supreme Court if necessary. 
That means a protracted 
public argument in the com­ 
plex and esoteric con­ 
stitutional area of presiden­ 
tial powers versus those of 
the 
courts 
The 
con­ 
stitutional crisis that loomed 
last 
Oct o be r.

Archibald Cox was fired, 
may yet come. 
The strategy

terminology used by the 
President and his aides in 
their March 21. 1973, talk 
about options for dealing 
with the scandal. 
"Hunker down and fight it 
and what happens?” Nixon 
asked then He said it might 
be best 
"to tough it 
through" It was Dean who 
told him then that some 
Watergate defendants were 
"going to stonewall it." and 
refuse to talk.

to nag, to feed what the 
President has called “a

gaining credibility by its 
endless repetition,” 
A year ago he counseled 
"let 
others 
wallow in 
Watergate.” In January, he 
told Congress that "I believe 


he time has come to bring 
, , , investigations of this 
matter to an end; one year of 
Watergate is enough 


But the forces set in 
motion by the men Nixon 
once 
called 
“stupid 
jack a sses,” the Wat ergate 
conspirators and burglars 
w-ho invaded Democratic 
headquarters on June 17, 
1972, will not let the east1 
rest.
